This exhibit has been prepared in "an attempt to tabulate and list as completely as possible 
those weapons that were found and recorded, both in photographs, on tape, and in the written 
record. Since the main purpose has been this tabulation, those instances in which various 
individuals were seen exiting from cars etc. with weapons has been recorded with the weapons 
in mind only. For further information on the vehicle make, model etc., I refer you to my 
Exhibit A on vehicle research. 



CONCLUSIONS: 



1. ) I have found and list herein the sightings and recordings of at least 16 

rifles other than "Oswalds" rifle. 

2. ) Of these 16 other rifles, 13 were spotted in Dealy Plaza and the immediately 

surrounding area 

3. ) There seems to be little or no doubt that at least one 30.30 cal. rifle 

was found. This is constantly repeated by the Dallas Police radio logs 
and is substantiated by NBC video-tape taken that day.' 

U.) The rifle appearing in the Mentesana film is definately not Oswalds 
Carcano. (no scope, appears roughly 12-15 mins, before the Carcano was 
"discovered" on the 6th floor.) 

5*) The rifle anpearing in Willis slide 7 fl0 is probably not Oswalds • It .is 
being examined approximately 1*0 minutes prior to the finding of the 6th 
floor Carcano. It is difficult to tell for sure, but it would appear 
that this rifle has no scope on it* 

6.) Captain K5.ng f s secretary has made the statement that a rifle was found 
on the roof of the TSBD. This may be substantiated bjr an entry that 
appears in the Police radio logs. At approximately 1:33 P.M. an unidentified 
source wants information relayed to inspedtor Sawyer that they have 
found a concealed space under a sheet metal plate on the roof of the TSBD 
near the fire escape. (23H923)

7. ) Of the men laying claim to the finding of "Oswalds 1 * rifle, oil , including 

Frits , originally identified the gun as a 7«6£ German Mauser. This was 
repeated by District Attorney Wade and is a matter of public record through 
the press, radio, and T.V» 

8. ) The rifle seen lying in the grass in D e aly Plaza with the scope dettached is 

again not Oswalds . The time of the video-tape (approx. k:00 p.K.) is long 
after Oswalds rifle had been removed from the TSBD and taken to the Dallas 
Police station. 

?•) A man was seen on the R.E. Overpass running with a rifle and* others appear in 
the A*P. photograph infhont of Gorham *s Garage. These sightings are just after 
the shooting and long before the finding of "Oswalds" rifle.
